Harrisburg, Pa., M ay 15.— Contrary 
to his personal inclinations, but in the 
belief that it would do much to si­ 
lence alatm ing reports of the serious­ 
ness of Mrs. Taft's illness, President 
Taft came to Harrisburg. 
He had in­ 
tended to spend the night in the Penn­ 
sylvania capital, but instead he stayed 
here only three hours and then left 
for New York. 
He w ill go to the 
home of his brother, Henry W . Taft, 
where Mrs. Taft lies ill. 
That there might be no misunder 
standing 
ot' 
Mrs. 
Taft’s 
condition, 
W h ite House officials issued the fol­ 
lowing statement just after the presi­ 
dent’s train left New York. 
“ Mrs. Taft had a recurrence of the 
nervous trouble 
which she suffered 
two years ago, but in less severe form. 
On account of this it is probable she 
w ill not 
return 
to 
Washington fori 
three or four days. 
This has caused 
a change in the president’s plans and 
he will return to New York. Dr. Evans 
is in attendance.”

that 
were lined 
with thousands ot 
persons silent for the most part be 
cause they had heard through bulle 
tins posted about town of Mrs. Taft’s 
sickness; visited Representative Oim 
sted of Pennsylvania for a half hour 
and made a speech to several thou 
sand persons. 


Addresses Railw ay Trainmen. 


The speech was delivered to the 
tenth 
biennial 
convention 
of 
the 
Brotherhood 
of Railroad 
Trainmen. 
The president was introduced by Gov­ 
ernor John K. Toner. 
If was a plain 
and frank talk the president made, 
but the delegates seemed to like it. 
The president kept close to his text 
He spoke of trade unions, their good 
and bad points, but he wound up by 
defining his position in regard to the 
affiliation of government clerks with 
the Am erican Federation of 
Labor. 
The question, he said, was most likely 
to come up in congress. 
It presented 
a serious problem, which the president 
declared demanded the attention ot 
the whole jieople. 
“ I think,” said the president, “ some 
persons have gone to the extreme of 
Bolding that there ought to be no com­ 
binations 
of 
government 
employes 
permitted. 
I think, however, that in 
all governments the government em­ 
ployes are permitted to combine and 
have 
associations 
for their 
better­ 
ment, but the proposition now is that 
such combinations should bo allowed 
to affiliate with the Am erican Federa­ 
tion of I^abor and then to hold in re­ 
s e rve as an instrument for enforce­ 
ment of their claims, presented to con­ 
gress for increased compensation, or 
the betterment of terms in other re­ 
spects, the boycott and the strike, 
which are instrum ents recognized by 
the Am erican Federation of Labor and 
supported and justified by it when 
used by 
trades unions affiliated in 
such federation. 
"Th is presents a serious question 
and one which, if decided in favor of 
the right of government employes to 
strike and use the boycott, w ill be 
full of danger to the government and 
the republic*.”

Republicans in both branches j 
have been hinting that a recess during 
the hot months would not interfere j

legislation, while many 
Demo-: 
crats in the house are beginning to be- , 
lieve they w ill be through with all 
they care to enact of their legislative 
program within another month. 
High temperature experienced last 
week iu Washington served to stim u­ 
late in the Democratic representatives 
more interest in summer resort mat­ 
ters than in tariff questions. 
For sev­ 
eral days they have been considering 
the possibility of getting through for 
the summer by June 15. 
The house expects to have before it 
the revised woolen schedule within a 
week or ten days. 
There lias been 
much m issionary work during the last 
week to bring about an agreement be­ 
tween the advocates of a revenue tar­ 
iff on raw wool and the champions of 
no duty on raw wool. 
W hile many Democrats have openly 
declared for free raw wool all have 
agreed to abide by the caucus decision, j 


W ill End Initiative Legislation. 


The Democrats believe 
the house 
can dispose of this w ithout much de-; 
lay and some of them urge that this 
w ill end initiative legislation for the 
session. 
Outside of that feature of 
the tariff, with perhaps some revision 
of the cotton schedule, there is little 
before the house. 
The caucus decided 
a month ago to make this a tariff ses­ 
sion. 
W hen the 
house meets 
Tuesday 
there is nothing to come beforo it ex­ 
cept some inquiry resolutions. 
The 
Democratic m ajority intends to ward j 
off being drawn into a discussion of 
general legislation by consideration of 
the discharge calendar, which is load­

stumbling blocks. 
Tw ice they have 
dodged

and

nounced that they believe it can be 
successfully avoided in the future. 
Though the Democratic free list bill 
probably w ill not be passed by the 
, senate— it may not be considered at 
all— the Democratic leaders Insist that 
they have demonstrated to the people 
that in passing that measure their 
intentions were good and that it will 
not be neeessary for them to insist 
upon remaining in session to aw ait ac­ 
tion on It by the senate. 
The reci­ 
procity bill they expect the senate to 
pass within a month and then all that 
President Taft asked of the extraordi- 
1 nary session w ill have been disposed 
of.

DEITZ HOPEFUL OF 


GAINING FREEDOM 


Convicted Man Places Reliance 


Upon Public Opinion. 


Hayward, W Is., M ay 15.— John F, 
Deitz, convicted of the murder of Os­ 
car Harp, deputy sheriff, 
and sen­ 
tenced to life imprisonment, will re­ 
tain a Tw in City a tto rn e y and appeal 
to the supreme court of Wisconsin for 
a new trial 
“ 1 won’t be in prison three years,” 
said Deitz in his cell. 
“ 1 won’t be 
there a year. 
My case will become a 
public issue. 
If I am not released un­ 
der this governor then a new govern­ 
or w ill be elected because public opin­ 
ion will demand it.” 
Mrs. Hattie Deitz. who was acquit­ 
ted with her son, Leslie, of the mur­ 
der charge by the same jury, was at 
the county jail in a cell communicat­ 
ing with that of her husband. 
A story of the jury which returned 
the verdict is the latest development. 
This is to the effect that on the first 
ballot taken before the jury had been 
locked up one hour the vote stood 11 
to 1 for the conviction of John Deitz. 
The one vole, it has been explained, 
was cast by a Juror who misunder­ 
stood the ballot and thought that it in­ 
cluded the conviction of Mrs. Deitz 
and Leslie. 
On the second vote, according to the 
story, the fate of John Deitz was de­ 
cided and the Jury sixmt the remain­ 
der of the tim e arguing and counsel­ 
ing about the other two defendants.

As one 
m anufacturer told the committee. “ The | 
m anufacturer could not sell to two 
men if one of them undersold the oth- | 
er and naturally chose the man who 
was secure with good profits.” 
There has been a great deal of com- ; 
plaint about 
the m anufacturer and 
wholesale dealer fixing prices which 
ail retailers must maintain or be cut 
off from the wholesale market. 
If I 
there is any w ay to reach this subject 
by national legislation it is very likely 
to be adopted in some form by the 
present congress. 


“On the W aiting List.” 
A quarter of n century ago Marcus 
Aurelius Smith came to Washington as 
j a delegate from Arizona. 
lie hoped

In Lycom ing county a strip thirty 
miles long and more than ten miles 
wide is burning and many settlements 
are in danger. 
A number of farm 
houses have been burned and scores 
of range eattle have perished.

the accused and Is of far g reater im 
t>ortance as oue more chapter In the 
strug g le between capital and labor. Of­ 
ficers of the National Erectors’ associa­ 
tion and their partisans say that that 
is but one of a long series of destruc­ 
tive explosions for which McNamara 
and Ills confederates are responsible. 
Represontntlvos of union labor retort 
that the whole .case Is a “frameup” 
similar to 
that again s t 
Moyer. Huy* 
wood and l 
e ttlb on e an d is ono more 
attem pt of 
or gan iz e d c ap ital 
to dis­ 
credit org anized 
labor. 
In such a wide 
diversity of opinion 
th e on ly t h in g the 
averag e citizen can do is to wait for 
the evidence 
McNamara and his friends complain 
of the manner of his arrest. 
They 
say he had no chance to consult an 
attorney or protect his rig hts. 
He had 
no opportunity to oppose extradition 
and was taken from his home to a 
far distant state without time to a r­ 
rang e his affairs or bid g ood by to his 
family. 
This 
is 
pointed 
out 
as 
a 
further parallel to the Moyer-I lay Wood 
affair. 
If tin* case ag ainst McNamara 
is a g ood one, say the* labor men, why 
such unusual measures? 
The Los Ang eles Tiroes office was 
blown up early in the morning of 
Oct. 1, 19 10. 
More than twenty per­ 
sons lost their lives. 
The paper and 
General Harrison Gray Otis, its pro­ 
prietor, Immediately charg ed that the* 
crime had been committed by mem­ 
bers of union labor. 
For years the 
Times had been making a lig ht for 
tho "open shop" and had Incurred the 
enmity of tho trade unions. 
Immense 
rewards were offered for the perpe­ 
trators of the deed. 
Various stories 
came out to the effect that the* dyna­ 
mite to blow up the building had been 
conveyed In a l>oat, the* name of 
which had been chang ed; that three 
men w« *r<* concerned In the matter, 
which three men were g iven different 
, names In the various accounts. 
As a 
proof of tho charg e th at,th e explosion 
was caused by some infernal machine 
: the fact was oped that n txtinb was 
found In the vicinity of General Otis’ 
home and another near the house of 
j the secretary of tho Commercial club, 
who had lieen supporting the Times In 
its tig ht for the "open shop.” 


Union Labor’s Side. 
Ag ainst these stories it was urg ed 
that the explosion In the Times office 
was probably caused by defective g as 
mains and that the Ixxnbs found were 
planted by the police and enemies of 
lnt*or, 
w h o announced In advance that 
they expected to find an Infernal mn- 
| chine near the home of General Otts; 
furthermore, 
even If 
lnl« >r officials 
were so depraved ns to do this <1*««1 
they would not have been such fools, 
since they must have known that the 
previous tig ht between themselves and 
the Time« would subject them h* sus 
i nlctnn. 
Investig ations were Immediately set 
on foot, and the police and private de- 
j tivfive ag encies beg an work on the 
case. 
An official finding declared that 
i the explosion was caused by. « Jj; nap lit <* 


and implicated three men of tfie name 
of Bryce, Schmidt and Kaplan. 
It Is 
now claimed that “Bryce" Is an alias 
of J. B. McNamara. 
One of the private detectives broug ht 
Into the case was William J. Burns, 
who became famous as a member of 
the g overnment secret service and a f t­ 
erward helped to cinch the Oreg on 
land thieves and to expose Schmitz 
and Ruef In Snn Francisco. 
A» a 
sleuth Burns 
hns 
Sherlock 
Holmes 
looking like a cheap O m an Doyle imi­ 
tation. 
Holmes may come back, but 
Burns never 
g o e s away. 
He Is al­ 
ways on the Job. 
All th e thing s discovered by Burns 
will never be known until the trial Is 
pulled off. 
Enoug h is made public, 
however, to form a mig hty Interesting 
tale. 
The newspapers have been fea­ 
turing It as a continued detective 
ntorw, and putting it on t he front png “ 


aorta with it Is certain to be blown up 
either physically or legally. 


How the Men Were Found. 
Burns discovered other thing s. 
For 
example, he picked his three men out 
of 90,000,000 people, which is ns much 
harder than finding the proverbial nee­ 
dle In a haystack as feeling a flea Is 
easier than catching It. 
The orig inal 
crime, the devious trails followed by 
the detectives all over the country, 
the attem pts to find where the dyna­ 
mite was purchased and the final dis­ 
covery that it had been stolen 
from 
quarries at Bloomvllle, O., the shadow­ 
ing of J. B. McNamara and McMani- 
j g al, the discovery that they visited J. 
J. McNamara In Indianapolis, the find­ 
ing of larg e quantities of the explosive 
In barns at Tiffin, O.. and at Indianap­ 
olis and finally In the basement of the 
building In which Secretary McNamara 
had Ids office, the comparison of the 
clockwork and other devices found In 
Ixis Ang eles with those used elsewhere 
and found In tho Indianapolis base­ 
ment, the linking up of the evidence 
before any arrests were made, the ob­ 
taining of advance requisitions, the 
taking of the young er McNamara and 
McMnnlg nI 
to Chicag o 
on 
a 
false 
charg e and their arrest there on the 
true one. the sensational arrest of the 
elder McNamara 
in Indianapolis and 
the journey of the 
close ly 
g uarded

ion labor forces to defend their com­ 
rades all form a tale that would tie

should w ant to take the stuff around 
hh a traveling companion is beyond 
the power of timid mortals to under­ 
stand.

II« * sturte<l as an Ironwork­ 
er, jolne« l th« * union, went up by leaps 
and boumls, has held his present hig h 
position for many years and was In 
line for the presidency of bis org ani­ 
zation. 
McNamara has a str« *ng au« l 
not unpleasant face, a g« >o« l f« » reheod, 
ey« *s wide apart, prominent features, 
aquiline nose, thin lips and a g ood 
i chin. 
He looks like a man of capn« ity 
and force and has anything but the 
appenrnn« *e <*f a criminal. 
Ills young ­ 
er brother, who 1s charg ed with th« * 
actual blowing up of the Times, has a 
weaker face.

One former labor man with whom I 
recently talked held 
a nether startling 
view of the affair. 
He feared the 
charg e was true. His theory was that 
the union felt Itself whipped unless it 
adopted heroic measures. 
The struc­ 
tural Iron workers are roug h men, 
fearless of dang er. 
They have to be 
to follow such a calling . 
They work 
nearly always in Imminent peril of 
life, crawling like spiders over the 
framework of g iant skyscrapers, stand­ 
ing on swing ing beams nt g r« *nt heig hts 
above the earth and facing dang ers 
that would turn the averag e man dizzy 
to think about. 
The motto of these 
men is rather g rewsome: “We never 
die; we are killed.” 
According to this 
m an’s view, capital has frequently re­ 
sorted to the dynamiting of plants 
owned by rival concerns anil has not 
hesitated to take life In the process, 
lie clte« l several trusts in support of 
the statement. 
He feared that McNa­ 
m ara may have been taking lessons 
from the trusts. 
I g ive this view for 
w hat It is worth—it is not my own— 
but is sufficiently striking and plausi­ 
ble to be worth attention. 


The Moyer-Haywood Case. 
The similarity between the McNa­ 
mara case and that of Moyer and H ay­ 
wood extends even to details. 
Gold

manner as were Moyer and Haywood.

sociates. 
ID* started as an Ironwork­ 
er, joined the union, went up by leaps 
and bounds, has held Ills present high 
position for many years and was in 
line for tho presidency of lits organi­ 
zation. 
M cNamara has a strong and 
not unpleasant face, a good forehead, 
eyes wide apart, prominent features, 
aquiline nose, thin lips nnd a good 
chin. 
H e looks like a man of capacity 
i nnd force nnd has anything but the 
appearance of a criminal. 
His young- 
I or brother, who Is charged with the 
actual blowing up of th** Times, has a 
i weaker face. 
A former bookkeeper of 
J the Ironworkers’ union is reported to 
have said that It was this younger 
I brother who planned 
the dynamite 
campaign and Inveigled John J. Into 
It. 
McManigal, who Is not charged 
with direct participation In the Times 
nffair, but who is accused of having 
caused a later explosion In Los An­ 
geles, Is said to have co#fessed to a 
series of crimes done at the Instiga­ 


tion of McNamara that make those 
1 of Harry Orchard look like mere bad 
boy pranks in comparison. 
One former labor man with whom I 
recently talked held a rather startling 
view of the affair. 
He feared the 
| charge was true. His theory was that 
the union felt itself whipped unless It 
adopted heroic measures. 
The struc­ 
tural iron workers are rough men, 
fearless of danger. 
They have to be 
to follow such a calling. 
They work 
nearly always in Imminent poi ll of 
life, crawling like spiders over the 
framework of giant skyscrapers, stand­ 
ing on swinging beams at great heights 
above the earth and facing dangers 
that would turn the average man dizzy 
to think about. 
The motto of these 
men is rather grewsome: “We never 
die; we are killed.’’ 
According to this 
man's view, capital has frequently re­ 
sorted to the dynamiting of plants 
owned by rival concerns and has not 
hesitated to take life in the process. 
Ile cited several trusts in support of 
the statement. 
He feared that McNa­ 
m ara may have been taking lessons 
from the trusts. 
I give this view for 
w hat It Is worth—it Is not my own— 
but is sufficiently striking nnd plausi­ 
ble to be worth attention. 


The Moyer-Haywood Case. 
The similarity between the McNa­ 
mara case nnd that of Moyer nnd H ay­ 
wood extends even to details. 
Gold 
miners also have hard nnd perilous 
work. 
McNamara was whisked away 
to another state In much the same 
manner as were Moyer and Haywood. 
In each case a prominent organization 
of capitalists was closely identified 
with the prosecution. 
In each promi­ 
nent labor union.officials were among 
those accused, nnd. to make the paral­ 
lel more striking still, a confederate, 
H arry Orchard, confessed in the May- 
er-IInywood case, just as Mc Manigal 
Is said to have confessed In this. 
The three prisoners In the Moyer 
Haywood ease were those two prin 
clpals, who were at the time presi­ 
dent and secretary respectively of the 


Western Federation of Miners, and 
I’ettibone, a member of the executive 
board of the same organization.
